CHICAGO, June IO.— When the resolutions sub-committee went into 
session again this morning with the League of Nations plank still threat­ 
ening a party split a tentative foreign relation plank was under consider­ 
ation, declaring opposition to the treaty without reservation, but favoring 
raification with America safeguarded. 
The plank was framed after all night conferences in which former 
Senator Crane of Massachusetts, leading the mild reservation group, 
presided. 
It contained in substance the declaration submitted by Senator 
Crane yesterday and had not been accepted by the irreconcilables. 
The tentative draft also condemned President Wilson’s Mexican policy 
and able to give adequate guarantees for protection of American rights 
and able to give adequate guarantees for the protction of Antaean rights 
and pledged the republican party to “a consistence on the maintenance of 
order’’ in Mexico. 
The proposal for a mandate over Armenia was con­ 
demned and the action of congress in passing a peace resolution was ap­ 
proved. 
Others included an industrial relation declaration in which anti-strike 
legislation had been omitted, a plank claiming the depreciation of money 
value for the high cost of living, one opposing government ownership 
or operation of railroads and one expressing in general terms, without 
mention of a cash bonus, the gratitude and generosity of the party to 
former service men. 
There also was a plank asking for prompt rati­ 
fication of the woman’s suffrage amendment, but the sub-committee voted 
against inclusion of any direct reference to prohibition.

The irreconciliables on the League of Nations issue continued their 
threat to leave the party if the platform affirmed it in any way. 
Conference of leaders began long before 9 o'clock when the resolu­ 
tions committee was to assemble. 
The treaty fight revolved three pro­ 
posals: 
The Johnson-Borah demand for flgt declaration against the treaty; 
the Crane plank for ratification with* reservation and Senator Smoot’s 
proposed compromise, approving the republican senators, both for resist­ 
ing ratification and for seeking ratification with them.

on any declaration proposed to be incorporated in the platform the 
sub-committee adjourned long after midnight. 
Meanwhile the convention 
marked time, as no real progress could be made with its work, and 
another early adjournm ent seemed likely today.

CHICAGO, June IO.— A League of Nations plank declared by leaders 
to 
be “acceptable to everybody” was unanimously adopted by the repub­ 
lican resolution sub-committee, apparently ending all threat of a party 
split over the League issue. 
The plank upholds the senators in refusing to ratify the treaty of 
I Versailles, declares that any further international peace must with Amer- 
| ican traditions and omit the affirm ation declaration for a League which 
had been urged by the mild reservationists, originally drafted weeks ago 
by Elihu Root. 
The plank was revised at an all night series of confer­ 
ences and was adopted by the sub-committee under Senator Lodge of 
Massachusetts, the republican senate leader, who appeared in the com­ 
mittee room and declared if the mild reservation proposal was accepted 
he 
would go on t*e convention floor and fight it. 
The plank was 
said by the sub-committee members to be wholly 
acceptable to former Senator Crane of Massachusetts, leader for the 
mild reservation group, and its acceptance removed the only obstacle

Senator Johnson declared today, in the contest over the platform 
section of the League of Nations, the first assault of internationalism 
and international bankers of the republican party had been met and de­ 
feated. 
It had been charged by the Johnson-Borah group, that the Crane 
plank “ had it’s birth iii Wall Street.” 
There would be a “second assault” ^by the same forces, Senator 
Johnson asserted with the object of nominating a candidate which he 
“ hoped would be met and defeated.” 
He added that if the report on the platform decision reaching him 
were correct, it w'ould not be necessary to make his League of Nations 
fight on the convention floor. 
The final problem of the sub-committee was that regarding pro­ 
hibition, the question being revised. 
The Mexican plank, it was stated, was agreed upon with little diffi­ 
culty.

While the senatorial battle in Oklahoma has not yet 
generated the heat that was expected of it and now promises 
to be similar to the campaigns that have gone before, it 
has developed sufficient 
interest to make all 
other cam 
paigns of minor interest. 
And herein ’lies sufficient danger 
to warrant the display of a modest red signal in these 
editorial columns of the News. 
It matters very little in the long run who goes to the 
senate from Oklahoma. 
But it matters a whole lot who is 
selected to fill various offices nearer home. 
To the parti­ 
sans now so zealously advocating the cause of Gore or 
Ferris it may appear foolish to say that Pontotoc County 
has more at stake in the election of county commissioners, 
county judge, legislator, etc., but such an assertion is very 
far from foolish. 
Insofar as effect on the county is concerned 
it is more important to 
exercise discretion in electing a 
board of county commissioners than it is to pay one's entire 
attention to the candidates for the senate. 
No official gets closer to where the real interests of the 
county are than the man known as the county commissioner. 
A mistake on his part strikes deep at the prosperity of his 
people. 
A mistake in the senate may shame the state and 
give the people many things to regret, but it will be righted 
in God’s good time and the nation will move on just the same. 
A commissioner may paralyze a community, however, by his 
mismanagement of a local 
question or by his negligence may 
demoralize the fiscal affairs of a 
county. 
He is the man 
behind the guns in county government. The people ought pay 
deep heed to the m atter of selecting county commissioners. 
And there are other county officials .who should be picked 
with religious care. 
The importance of electing men to the state legislature 
can not be overestimated. 
There is where commonsense 
and rare judgment should be exercised. 
Brain and honesty 
should not be overlooked when selecting a representative, 
but there is another quality of greater importance. 
Mo; 
courage is the greatest essential. 
The greatest evil that 
effects our institutions today is the lack of moral courage 
on the part of public officials. 
While the people are looking over the various candidates 
for the various offices they should not fail to study the can­ 
didates for corporation commissioner. 
Formerly this com­ 
mission was clothed with sufficient power to make it a power­ 
ful friend of the people. 
But its power has been curtailed 
from time to time, till now it is reduced almost to impotency. 
About all it can do is to raise rates, otherwise a federal judge 
is ready to nullify its orders. 
The needs of the public require 
that men be elected to the commission who will not raise rates 
without any investigation and without any reason having been 
given why such a raise should be granted. 
The charge has been circulated that the present commis­ 
sion as represented by one of its members is in the habit of 
meeting special interests in a private room at the Skirvin 
Hotel and raising rates at the request of such interest. 
This 
charge is probably an .inspired political canard, but the fact 
that such charge is made is sufficient w arrant for the public 
to pay some attention to the men who ask for a place on the 
commission. 
The state would not suffer overmuch if the 
commission should be abolished entirely, but it behooves the 
state to elect the best men possible to places on the commis­ 
sion.

plan. Therefore Murray has worked 
carefully, selecting only men and 
women of recognized moral, mental 
physical and financial worth. 
Farm ers have been given prefer­ 
ence, altho bankers, merchants, law­ 
yers and others have been included 
to make the colony round and com­ 
plete. 
There 
w*as 
little 
fanfare about 
M urray’s campaign for 
followers. 
Those desiring to tear up family 
roots and transplant, had to apply 
to Murray in person. wrhere the mus­ 
tached 
orcale 
could 
measure 
the 
candidate. 
"I 
want 
no 
speculators," 
said 
M urray in his prospectus. "Unless 
you have made up vour mind to go, 
do not come to me. 
You 
would ( 
waste your time and mine." 
All 
Needed 
Received. 
The lists were closed May I, Mur­ 
ray had gathered all he wanted. | 
Included in the number were about 
40 or 50 unmarried men; all the 
rest were fathers, wives, daughters 
and sons. Murray sold to each col­ 
onist. as much land as he wanted, 
at 30 cents an acre. Each colonist, 
besides was given 80 acres for a 
home site. 
The money received by Murray 
for the land is held in escrow by a 
bank in Tishomingo, and will not be 
touched until those who paid it have 
actually got on board the boat for 
Bolivia. 
Murray indicated to all that a fam­ 
ily of two would need about $1700, 
and for each member of the family 
above 
this 
$200 
more would 
be 
needed. He advised those agricul­ 
turally 
inclined • to 
take 
money 
enough to stock their farms. 
He advised thase who wanted no 
more than the home site to have at 
least $1250 to start with. 
Minutest Plans. 
‘‘Alfalfa Bill” has planned every­ 
t h i n g to the minutest detail. When 
a chartered 
ship sails 
from 
Gal­ 
veston next spring. It will carry the 
fam ilies their house hold 
goods; 
the hold will be filled with abso­ 
lutely everything that will be nec­ 
essary to start the colony with a 
rush. 
The rhip will journey around to 
the eastern side of South America, 
plow up the river and allow the 
colonists to disembark actually on 
the Murray concession. 
Murray will take tents for the 
people to live in until houses are 
built. He will carry wire for fences; 
entire telephone equipment; 
news­ 
paper plant equipment Oven to an 
editor); supplies for a general store; 
books for schools and a thousand 
and one other things that will be 
needed. 
The land to which Murray and his 
people will travel is in eastern Bo­ 
livia. on the Paraguay and Parana 
rivers, with outlet to the ocean thru 
the La Plata.

military protection, and also will ex,- 
empt the colonists’ land from taxa­ 
tion for IO years: also will make 
appropriation yearly for the colon­ 
ists’ schools. The ton of the Andes 
mountains is 800 miles west.

State Normal school to do all in its

call the head of the house and ex­ 
plain matters, and under no con­ 
sideration are they to remain away 
from their rooms overnight without 
the full knowledge and consent of 
their landlady. 
Young men when calling should 
not remain later than 10:30 o’clock

rn. 
The young women should have 
access to a reception room for en­ 
tertaining their callers. 
All 
gatherings, 
picnics, 
etc., 
should be properly chaperoned. 
^ If the parents and boarding-house 
keepers will co-operate in helping 
to

conditions, 
grades 
will

marks,

Besides this machine, 
there are two presses to iron wear­ 
ing garments, hand irons for iron­ 
ing in difficult places, collar ma­ 
chines for collars and seam damp­ 
eners and shapers for general use. 
Then everything goes to another 
check stand where the washing you 
sent is assembled, neatly folded and 
wrapped, your name is placed on the 
bundle and the delivery boy gets it 
and delivers it back to your home

There are fourteen women and 
four men employed in the laundry 
besides the manager, W. S. Hollo­ 
man.
